State'* Atty. Moran Starts 
All-out Campaign to Col- 
lect $750,000 Due 



Supervisor Lloyd E. Murrie of 
Antioch Township and Edward Tiedo 
of Lake Villa Township were among 
the supervisors told by State's Atty. 
Thomas J. Moran .that he plans an 
all-out campaign to collect delin- 
quent personal property taxes, 
■ He asked them to. check the 1054 
and 1955 records for their townships 
and have their reports turned in by 
next Thursday. 

On July 1, justices of the peace 
and police magistrates of the county 
will begin instituting court proceed- 
ings against those who have not 
paid their taxes. v 

Only the principal amounts are 
sought, Moran said, and no penalty 
will be added. 

Action can be avoided, however, 
if the taxes are paid by July 1. 

"If people don't pay, there is no 
choice but to garnishee wages or 
bonk accounts or levy on their pro- 
perty," Moran said. 

The state's attorney had a meet- 
ing lost month with justices of the 
peace and police magistrates in 
which .they received instructions 
from the County Board. 

Immediate goal is $750,000 in back 
taxes. 

At the same -time the county 
stands to collect an estimated $5 
million and the return of 15,000 
parcels of delinquent land to the 
tax roll.

"We were very happy to an- 
nounce last week that we had issued 
30,000 residential gas heat authori- 
zations," Marvin Chandler, presi- 
dent of Northern Illinois Gas com- 
pany, told stockholders Tuesday 
morning at the 'utility's ' annual 
meeting in Aurora. He reminded 
them, however, that the natural gas 
supply problem will remain the 
company's chief concern "until' the 
end of 1058 at the earliest." 

Befering to the gas supply situa- 
tion in Northern Illinois Gas terri- 
tory, Chandler said the recent gas 
heat authorization was made possi- 
ble by several factors. One was 
that the company could expect a 
5 per cent increase in its pipeline 
supply from one of the utility's sup- 
pliers next winter. This will re- 
sult from increasing the capacity of 
the compressors , on the supplier's 
pipeline system. 

A moderate increase in the 
amount of gas stored in the Hcrsch- 
er underground field also is avail- 
able Experience last winter with 
Herscher indicated that, following 
large withdrawals of gas on the 
colder days, substantial quantities 
could be put back into the reser- 
voir on warmer days. 

He also referred to the successful 
experimental purchase of a small 
amount of refinery gas from the 
Clark Oil fit Refining Corporation 
in Blue Island last winter on cold 
days. Arrangements are being made 
to obtain this supply next winter. 

Additional purchases of propane 
during the winter months to sup- 
plement the amount the company 
now has in storage, plus the fact 
the company's load on a zero day 
wasn't quite as heavy as projected 
.were other factors that prompted 
the company's recent gas heat au- 
thorization. 

"Even with this reduction in our 
backlog," Chandler said, "we do not 
consider it a health situation and 
we arc not happy abou$ it." 

He mentioned that at the present 
time the expansion program of the 
company's suppliers appears to have 
cleared many of the regulatory ob- 
stacles which have been trouble- 
some during the last year and a 

half. , '-,-' 

Hearings on Natural Gas Pipeline 
Company of America's proposed tie- 
in to the west with the Colorado 
Interstate Gas Company system are 
now nearlng a conclusion before 
the Federal Power Commission, and 
a decision can be expected within 
a matter of months. 

"This should provide sufficient 
time to complete the construction 
of the facilities during 1958 barring 
any adverse developments, such as 
a successful court attack of a Com- 
mission" order," Chandler said.

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"Public Debt It Not Like Private Debt" • 
Most of us know that the federal debt is about 
$275 billion. But few have any concept of what 
that means — it's just a figure, almost beyond human 
comprehension. 

Senator Byrd, writing in National Review, gives 
a vivid picture of the debt. That $275 billion, he 
says, "is the equivalent of the assessed value of all 
the land, buildings, mines, machinery, factories, live- 
stock — everything of tangible value in the United 
States."- 

Then he goes on to say something that must be 
far better understood than it is now if this country, 
as we know it, is to survive: "Public debt is not 
like private debt. If private debt is not paid off, it 
can be ended by bankruptcy proceedings, and maybe 
not many people arc hurt. If public debt is not paid 
off — paid off with laxes — the result is disastrous in- 
flation or repudiation. Either would destroy our form 
of government." 

The proposed new budget is the largest in our 
peacetime history. According to the estimates, there 
will be a small surplus if this budget is approved. 
But it is evident that even a very moderate declin 
in the business boom, with the effect that woul 
have on tax revenues, would eliminate such a surplus 
and put a deficit in its place. 

Senator Byrd believes such a budget can be 
cut by more than $G billion without harm to an es- 
sential federal function. If we cannot, do that now, 
with the economy running at peak speed, when can 
we?

Local Officials Invited 
To Ceremony Starting 
Nuclear Power Station 



The start of major construction 
on Dresden Nuclear Power Station 
will be celebrated in the Northern 
Division of Public Service Com- 
pany next Wednesday. Antioch of- 
ficials, industries and civic organi- 
zations have been invited to at- 
tend a special ceremony at the 
North Shore Hotel, Evanston. 

The atomic power station of the 
Commonwealth Edison Public Ser- 
vice system will have the country's 
largest nuclear power reactor. Ap- 
proximately 600 men arc now at 
work on the Dresden project, 
which is located on the Illinois 
waterway at the meeting point of 
the Kankokbc, DesPlaincs and Illi- 
nois rivers. The 950- acre site in 
Grundy county is about eight miles 
east of Morris, 

According to H. W. Otto, division 
vice-president of Public Service 
Company, the Evanston luncheon 
meeting next Wednesday will be 
part of a company-wide observance, 
in which proceedings in Chicago 
will be beamed by closed-circuit 
telecast to various division loca- 
tions. Meetings also arc scheduled 
in Dixon, Oak Park and Olympia 
Fields. 

Speakers at the ceremony head- 
quarters in Chicago will include 
Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission; Willis 
Gale, chairman of Commonwealth 
Edison Company, and Cramer La- 
Pierre, vice-president of General 
Electric Company. 

Scheduled for completion in 1060, 
Dresden station will have a capa 
city of 180,000 kilowatts. The dual 
cycle boiling water reactor plant is 
being built by General Electric 
Company for a • contract price of 
$45,000,000. Bechtcl Corporation is 
the constructor-engineer.

Introduce New Drug 

To Control Epilepsy 



A new drug for controlling epilep- 
tic convulsions was introduced this 
week by Abbott Laboratories. Clin- 
ical trials indicated that the anti- 
convulsant causes unusually few and 
mild side effects. 

Investigators reported that the 
new compound, Peganone (R), 
is particularly effective in grand 
mal or major epilepsy, which is 
characterized by severe convulsions 
and loss of consciousness. The drug 
also has proved valuable, especially 
when used with other antiepileptic 
drugs, in treating other types of 
epilepsy. 

The trials were conducted lor 2Vfe 
years in more than 1,200 clinical 
coses. More than 40 investigators 
in hospitals throughout the nation 
studied the drug's effects on epilep- 
tic patients. 

No serious side effects with Peg- 
anone were observed during the 
trials. Minor side effects were seen 
infrequently and were usually mild. 
No severe .toxic reactions resulted 
from use of the drug.

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New Law Puts Teeth 
In Real Estate Broker 
LicensingRegulation 

Legislation putting teeth in the 
licensing regulations for real estate 
brokers and salesmen was passed 
by the Senate and House and was 
signed Into law by the Governor on 
June 4, 1957, 

The Bill was drafted and support- 
ed by the Illinois Association of 
Real Estate Boards which is made 
up of 49 Boards of Realtors through- 
out Illinois. ».'• . 

Dan R. McGaughey, President of 
.the Waukegan-Lake County Board 
of Realtors, hailed the ' passage of 
Senate Bill 307 as "one of .the most 
progressive improvements in the 
real estate business in more than a 
generation." 

Under the present- license law, a 
person suffering from insanity is 
eligible to take the broker's exam- 
ination or to retain a license issued. 
Any person may take the examina- 
tion who has been convicted of a 
felony, larceny, embezzlement, or 
who has obtained money under false 
pretenses or by means of a confi- 
dence game. Both of these serious 
weaknesses are r6medicd by Sen- 
ate Bill 307. The bill makes the 
following improvements in the li- 
cense law: 

1. A license may be refused if 
the applicant has been convicted 
of a felony, larceny, embezzlement, 
obtaining money, property or credit 
by false pretenses or by means of 
a confidence gome. 

2. A license may be revoked or 
suspended if the registrant is found 
to be mentally ill. 

3. It requires a broker to deposit 
in some bank or other depository 
in a special account, separate from 
any personal account, any money 
or other property of. his principal 
held by him pending the happening 
of some anticipated future event 
specified by the principal. 

4. It requires a broker to fur- 
nish copies upon request of .all doc- 
uments relating to a real estate 
transaction to all parties executing 
the same. 

5. It provides that the license 
may be revoked or suspended when 
the registrant has been found guilty 
of misleading or untruthful adver- 
tising, including unauthorized use 
of any trade name or insignia or 
membership in any real estate or- 
ganization of which the registrant 
is not a member. 

6. It provides for one year quali- 
fication as a salesman before a 
person is eligible to take a brokers 
examination. However, all of this 
period will be waived by the Illi- 
nois Department of Registration 
and Education upon proof of com- 
pletion of 98 hours of -classroom 
work. (This would be the equiva- 
lent of six semester hours or, in

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AH Motorboats Must 
Carry Coast Guard 
Approved Preservers 



During the 1956 boating season, 
the U. S. Coast Guard boarded over 
62,000 motorboats on the Great 
Lakes and Intends' to go over 70,- 
000 this year. 

Of this mumber last year, one 
out of every (fourteen boats boarded 
was cited ior -a violation of the 
Motorboat act — failure to have suf- 
ficient safety equipment to meet the 
legal minimum requirements of the 
law. 

In 75% of the violations, an in- 
sufficient number of life preservers 
aboard accounted (for the violation. 
All motorboats, regardless of their 
size, must have a life-saving device, 
approved by the Coast Guard, for 
each person on board 

Motorboats of less .than 40 feet 
dn length must have one Coast 
Guard approved life preserver, buo- 
yant vest, ring buoy, or buoyant 
cushion, in good condition, for each 
person on board. Motorboats from 
40 to 65 feet must have one Coast 
Guard approved life preserver or 
ring buoy for each person, (Buo- 
yant cushions and vests will not 
meet the requirements for this 
class). 

Motorboats which carry passen- 
gers for hire must have an approved 
life preserver (jacket type) for each 
person on board, and an additional 
number suitable for children, equal 
to at least 10% of the total of per- 
sons aboard. Operators must also 
be licensed by the Coast Guard. 

All life preservers, to meet the 
requirements of the Motorboat Act, 
must display the stamp of approval 
by the Coast Guard. In the case of 
buoyant vests or cushions, a tag 
should be attached showing this 
approval. 

This law is for the boatman's own 
protection. If you need a life pre- 
server once and don't have it — 
you'll never need one again.

Weinstock also reminds the house- 
wife of newly developed infrared 
and electronic ovens, which mean 
better — '"practically automatic" — 
methods of cooking and baking 
ahead for her. 

And when her husband comes 
home at night, there's even a pos- 
sibility she'll be able to mix him 
a martini simply by dropping a 
pill Into a glass of water. 

"But the woman's best kitchen 
friend" Weinstock says, "probably 
will remain the automobile, which 
can whisk her and the family off 
to their favorite restaurant after 
a long, hard day."

High Blood Pressure A Symptom 

When your blood pressure rises 
above a normal range, you are said 
to have high blood pressure. This 
is not a disease in itself, but a clue 
or symptom that must be linked 
to a cause. For this reason, your 
physical examination must include 
a number of tests, apart from a 
complete case history of yourself, 
that will tell your phsysician many 
things to help not only in his 
diagnosis, but to guide your treat- 
ment, the Educational Committee 
of the Illinois State Medical Society 
observes in HEALTH TALK. 

You have two levels of blood 
pressure, apart from the normal 
range: systolic and diastolic. The 
former is the pressure within an 
artery at the moment your heart 
contracts, forcing your blood into 
the arterial system that extends 
throughout your body. At the mo- 
ment it contracts, your heart is 
said to be in systole. 

Diastolic pressure is the blood 
pressure within the arteries at its 
lowest level, that is, between heart 
beats and at the moment when no 
blood is being pumped into the ar- 
teries. Here your heart is relaxed, 
and your arteries are least distended 
by the contained blood. Diastolic 
pressure represents the actual re- 
sistance to flow of blood within the 
arteries, a factor which the heart 
must over-come to keep the blood 
moving forward. 

Your arteries and blood vessels 
are tube-like structures, varying in 
length and size. They form a vast 



(network-like transportation system 
for the blood, extending to all parts 
of the body. Tiny web-like figures, 
called arterioles, form the branch 
ending of the arteries. When, for 
any reason, these are constric\ed 
or' narrowed the outflow of .blood ' 
from the artery Is Impeded. The 
heart, however, continues to pump 
a normal, or approximately, so 
quantity of blood each minute into 
the arteries. When the normal flow 
of blood into the arteries is present, 
but the outflow from the arteriole* 
is slowed up, we can understand 
why the blood pressure must rise. 
Yet the exact cause for the hyper- 
tension is not known. 

In controlling high blood pressure, 
your physician seeks to establish the 
underlying cause. It may stem from 
or be associated with a large group 
of different conditions. One may be 
nephritis or Bright's disease, an in- 
fection of the kidneys. Hypertension 
is also associated with a variety of 
turners whioh may affect the ad- 
renal glands and brain, or It may 
come from an obstruction which 
impedes the automatic release of 
urine, such as an enlarged prostate, 
a gland found In men only. The 
kidneys are nearly always involved 
in hypertension, but numerous other 
conditions may also be responsible. 

High blood pressure ranks second 
in importance in making heart dis- 
ease the major cause of death in 
the United States. Yet with proper 
medical management, the condition 
need no be as serious as many 
people seem to think. Certainly the 
outlook for the patient with high 
blood pressure is brighter today than 
in years past.

State Senator Reports 
(By Senator Robert McClory) 

Let's spend a dny with our State 
Senator. This is a typical day In 
Springfield, during the 70th Illinois 
General Assembly. 

When the phone — In our hotel 
room rings at 6:45 a. m„ it's time to 
get up. The radio will bring the 
news while we wash and dress. 
Then a few moments of prayerful 
reflection precede the ride down in 
the elevator. Two morning news- 
papers are scanned In the hotel 
lobby and the editorials arc read 
carefully. These may influence our 
judgment on pending bills. 

A group of 8th graders and their 
teacher, from our district, await us 
for breakfast in another hotel. So, 
we hurry to eat — with all fifty of 
them — to write in their "Autograph 
Books/' and to talk to them briefly 
about 'the General Assembly and 
how it operates. We'll look to see 
them during the day, but now we 
must hurry off because' there's a 
meeting of the Senate Executive 
Committee at 9 a, in. 

Joint resolutions, commission bills, 
confirmations of appointments by 
the Governor; these, together with 
most of the "reform" bills, are on 
the Executive Committee agenda. 
We discuss the bills for an hour. 
Then we're off to the Senate Cham- 
ber. 

Lt Gov. John W. Chapman calls 
the Senate to order at, 10 a. m. ! Our 
chaplain (who is a different person 
each week) invokes a blessing upon 
our deliberations, and we embark 
on first, second, and third readings 
of Senate bills. , We debate and 
finally pass a bill to regulate "lob- 
byists." It receives 32 votes (2 
more than a majority). We -turn 
then to House bills in the Senate. 
The bills are read by the Secretary 
of the Senate by title, and several 
House bills arc amended on second 
reading, Then the Secretary reads 
Committee reports. And — by this 
time— it is 12:30. ';' 

We hurry off for a half hour 



lunch period in the Lounge. At one 
o'clock we look up our personal 
secretary. We read dozens of let- 
ters, telegrams, and post cards that 
have been received on pending bills, 
and dictate replies. 

At 2 o'clock, we meet with the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. Wc 
consider bills changing the Crim- 
inal law and the Probate law. The 
members of our committee arc all 
lawyers, and the Chicago Bar and 
Illinois State Bar Associations arc 
represented at our meetings and ad- 
vise us on many of the bills. 

It's 3:30, before the meeting ends, 
and wc must rush to the Committee 
on Highways and Traffic Regula- 
tions In order to preside as Its 
chairman. Wc maintain some sem- 
blance of order, despite spirited 
debates on such Issues as the max- 
imum speed law bill, and a bill to 
substitute a ton-mile tax on trucks. 
Senator Bill Connors and Senator 
Roland Libonati, veteran Democrats 
from the Chicago wards, exshange 
quips and indulge In quick repartee 
— to relieve tho seriousness of our 
tasks. At the end of our debates 
most hills arc voted out "DO PASS" 
— unanimously. We adjourn the 
Committee meeting at 4:30. 

For the next hour we are deep in 
mail again — dictating replies and 
looking up the House bills (which 
are still in the House) about which 
some of our constituents have writ- 
ten. Occasionally we must report the 
bills are no longer pending— in fact,; 



they were cither approved — or de- 
feated—long before the writer star- 
ted his or her statement to us. 

We have time — by continuing our 
rushing — for a swim at the Elks' 
Club, and a quick shave before 
leaving to attend a "legislative din- 
ner" sponsored by the Illinois State 
Bar Association. By the time the 
acknowledgments of distinguished 
guests and the diverting musical 
are over, It's 10 o'clock. 

Back to our hotel room, to read 
bills, prepare debate for the next 
day's session, write letters to our 
wife and children (whom we sel- 
dom see these days), and to reflect 
quietly on the great issues still 
pending In tihe 70th Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Interspersed with the "events' of 
this day arc numerous meetings 
with lobbyists (who urge support 
or defeat of various . bills), con- 
ferences with feJiow. legislators 
(concerning bills on the calendar), 
telephone calls, and meetings with 
State officers (involving errands 
and favors for constituents). Tomor- 
row will be very much like .today 
—until, of course, June 30th when 
this session comes to a close.

bilitles in relationship to other 
people, to be creative and produc- 
tive in her association with the 
family and community, and to have 
the ability to give and receive with 
an adequate balance to both. 

The second problem is to prepare 
herself for a career. Today, nearly 
every young girl works in some oc- 
cupation for a few years after 
adolescence and until her time of 
marriage. It is quite common to- 
day for women to combine their 
careers with marriage. 

The third problem Is the prepara- 
tion for marriage and for children. 
A good basic understanding of 
physical and emotional needs of 
everyday problems encountered in 
family living, and an honest atti- 
tude to them, are essential to a 
happy marital future. 

Thus the physiological and emo- 
tional changes that occur during 
adolescence arc interwoven in the 
ultimate goal of maturity. The 
basic needs are for fulfillment by 
taking one's place in a mature so- 
ciety. These changes inspire feel- 
ings which act as an important aid 
to the girl in her adjustment to 
her activities and are essential in 
performing her tasks whether they 
be at work, at home or in school. 

The ability to meet people, to be 
both receptive and responsive, and 
to be constructive are all basic re- 
quirements for a successful career 
and, incidentally, a mature adjust- 
ment to life. 



The Adolescent Girl 
The beginning of adolescence in 
the young girl is very important 
and deserves an understanding 
from every member of the family. 
This is the time the little girl starts 
to grow up; a profound physiolog- 
ical change takes place which af- 
fects the body growth and, con- 
comitantly, affects the emotional 
balance or equilibrium, the Educa- 
tional Committee of the Illinois 
State Medical Society observes in 
Health Talk. 

In the beginning of adolescence, 
there is a marked increase in the 
function of the reproductive glands. 
This is true in the male and the 
female, but in the female it marks 
the onset of a physiological process 
known as the menstrual cycle. 
This process continues to exert a 
cyclic influence to which the wo- 
man reacts until after the meno- 
pause. 

Both the physiological and emo- 
tional changes point the way to ma- 
turnity, which, naturally, require 
adjustments. 

The adolescent girl has essen- 
tially three problems to solve be- 
fore she can reach the stage of emo- 
tional maturity. First she must 
separate herself from the dependent 
ties which bind her to her parents. 
This does not mean a rebellious, 
independent relationship, but rath- 
er the ability to assume responsi-
